The Post Office Department made public a description of the 
new Mississippi Territory commemorative postage stamp which is 
to be placed on sale for the first time at Natchez Mississippi on 


April 7, 1948. 


The new stamp, which will be of the 3c denomination, will be 
0.84 by 1.44 inches in dimensions, arranged horizontally. Its central 
design will be an outline map showing the old Mississippi Territory 


and its growth from 1798 to 1812, 


the left portion of which appears 


in a darker tone denoting the State of Mississippi as it is today 


Upon this map is superimposed@— 


the seal of the Mississippi Terri- 
tory. 

In the upper right portion of 
the stamp will be a_ portrait of 
Governor Winthrop Sargent, the 
first Governor of the Mississippi 
Territory, directly below which 
will be his name in white gothic. 
Across. the top in dark gothic will 
appear the wording “1798 Missis- 
sippi Territory 1948”. The left 
border will be formed by a dark 
vertical panel in which will be 
inscribed “U. S. Postage” in white 
gothic. 

. The dates, 1798, 1804 and 1812, 
denoting the area of the Missis- 
sippi Territory at those respec- 
tive times, will be in white gothic 
as will be the denomination desig- 
nation 3c in the lower right. cor- 
ner on a dark background. 

The color of the new stamp will 
be announced later. 

In making this announcement, 
the Post Office Department point- 
ed out that the word Mississippi 
appearing on the official Terri- 
tory seal on the new stamp is 
spelled “Missisippi’. This, the 
Department said, is the spelling 
used on the original seal and in 
view of the fact that it was the 
desire of the proponents of the 
stamp to reproduce the official 
seal without change, neither the 
Post Office Department nor the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
felt justified to alter the seal in 
any manner. 

The Department of State, the 
Post Office Department pointed 
out, had the Territory seal made 
in 1798 and sent it to the Missis- 
sippi Territory with the word Mis- 
sissippi spelled “Missisippi”. This 
seal with this spelling was used 
as the official seal of the Territory

Rare British Guiana 
Stamp Never Stolen 


A New York philatelist, Finbar 
Kenny, manager of the J & H. 
Stolow firm of wholesale stamp 
dealers, is said to have made the 
statement that the world’s costliest 
postage stamp, valued at $50,000, 
which was reported stolen in Los 
Angeles was safe in its owner’s 
album and would be displayed 
publicly in New York early next 
month. 

Kenny, said the stamp which 
Otto Krumbach, Los Angeles col- 
lector, said was taken from him 
when he was assaulted in a hotel 
room, probably was a facsimile of 
the rare British Guiana 1c ma- 
genta issued in 1856. It is the only 
one in existence. 

He said that some 100,000 such 
facsimiles were given to stamp 
collectors during the Centenary 
International Philatelic exposition 
here last May, when the original 
was displayed. 

Kenny said he had telephoned 
the present owner of the stamp, 
an eastern capitalist, and was as- 
sured the stamp was safe. ° He 
said the present owner ,who wish- 
ed to remain anonymous, bought 
it in 1940 from the widow of Ar- 
thur Hind, Utica (N. Y.) manu-

Investigations Made For Proper 
Handling Of First Day Covers; 
Cachet, Special Postmark Possible 


by Carl P. Rueth 


Second only in importance to the recent astounding announce- 
ment from the British Postal Administration that they will print 
three commemorative stamp issues in 1948, is one where they are 
seriously contemplating the servicing of first day covers for collectors 
in connection with these issues. The surprise of collectors in England 
as to this complete turn-about in the policies of the tradition bound 
British administrators of the postal system, is just as great as that 
of collectors in all other parts of the world. When an announcement 


5) 





was made just a short time ago: 
that commemorative stamps 
would be issued on three different 
occasions in 1948, this announce- 
ment was a_ bombshell in the 
ranks of collectors. For on only 
six previous occasions during the 
over one hundred years of the 
British postal system had com- 
memorative stamps been issued. 

Officials of the Post Office have 
approached the top men of the 
British Philatelic Association ask- 
ing for advice and help in the 
formulation of plans and policies 
for the handling of first day cov- 
ers, cachets and_ cancellations. 
The intention, it seems, is to give 
stamp collectors the finest in 
service and a maximum amount 
of attention that will make them 
regular clients of what might be 
the beginning of a regulated flow 
of stamps of a commemorative 
nature. 

When the Postmaster General 
of Great Britain approached the 
BPA with his request for help for 
the servicing and the handling of 
first day covers, special emphasis 
was attached to making them at- 
tractive to the collectors in the 
hard currency countries. This, of 
course, is directed in a general 
way to the North American conti- 
nent, where it is well known that 
the: stamp collectors of the United 
States, Canada and Newfound- 
land are enthusiastic cover fans. 
In very few other plces of the 
world are collectors much inter- 
ested in first day covers. 


The discussions opened by the 
Postmaster General with the BPA 
was directed in one instance to 
the furnishing of a special official 
cover to be printed by the Post 
Office Department for the Silver 
Wedding issue. The covers would 
then be placed on sale just four- 
teen days prior to the actual first 
day event in all the post offices 
of the country, and would also 
be provided in bulk to members 
of the trade who could then pre- 
pare them with the names and 
addresses of clients preparatory 
to the first day of issue. 

Another point of discussion, 
was the arrangement for a first 
day of issue postmark with the 
wording, “First Day of Issue”, 
and if possible, for its use in the 
Westminster, S. W. 1 post office. 
While the Westminster postmark 
would be equivalent to a first day 
postmark from Washington, D. C.

Office is also giving some thought 
to extending the first day privi- 
lege to other cities throughout the 
nation. 

It appears that the British plan 
to apply all the stamps to the 
covers that are to be sent from 
that country on the first days. 
Where in this country, the cover 
dealers with thousands of covers 
to service handle their own, the 
British plan to service these bulk 
lots from dealers where the total 
value involved in stamps to be 
applied is 10 Pounds or more. 
The Post Office has promised 
special care in the affixing of the 
stamps to the covers, being care- 
ful to place the stamps properly, 
and seeing that none are dam- 
aged. 

Many collectors have been 
wondering how they can obtain 
the high valued One Pound stamp 
of the series for the commemora- 
tion of the Silver Wedding Anni- 
versary of the King and Queen 
on first day covers and be assured 
that such covers will be delivered 
to them in good condition. This 
conjecture will now be eliminated 
with Britain’s Post Office De- 
partment handling the first day 
mail. The other value of this two 
stamp series is a 242d., and both 
ane are to be issued on April 


With the British Postal Ad- 
ministration handling the first 
day covers for the series to be 
issued on May 1 in commemora- 
tion of the liberation of the Chan- 
nel Islands, collectors can be de- 
finitely assured that they will be 
well taken care of. The stamps 
are to be on sale in the Channel 
Islands only, and are not to be 
offered for sale in England proper. 
Two stamps will comprise this 
series also with values of 1d. and 
2%2d. The stamps are to be on 
sale for a few months only dur- 
ing the summer vacation season,

On February 11th H. R. Harm- 
er, Inc. of 32 East 57th St., New 
York, offered some 1500 copies of 
the ever popular “Penny Blacks”, 
the world’s first Postage Stamp. 
Bernard Harmer reports that 
the general trend of prices was 
excellent and very fine and su- 
perb copies brought spiritd bid- 
ding. Although the stamp is only 
quoted by Scott at $8 the follow- 
ing priees were obtained: 
Superb used single copies rea- 
lized up to $27, this figure for a 
specimen from the corner of a 
sheet showing part sheet margins. 
Other used single copies sold up 
to $18, with many other single 
copies realizing around $10.50 to 
$13.50 each for the common 
plates. Second quality copies of 
the rare Plate 11 fetched up to 
$32 each. Pairs and strips rea- 
lized very satisfactory prices. 
Naturally, there were many in- 
ferior and defective copies also 
in the auction and this was re- 
flected in the bidding; one lot 
of 36 damaged copies realized 
only $15.

The Problem Of Stamp Albums 


With the enormous increase in the number of stamps 
to collect in the past 25 to 40 years, the problem of an al- 
bum has become more and more difficult. 

Prior to 1900 and for some few years afterward, it was 
possible to buy an album with 
space for all stamps that had been 
issued. It is true that no collector 
who really bought fine stamps 
would have been satisfied to 
house them in such albums as 
too often they came printed on 
both sides of the page and were 
big bulky books that with con- 
stant handling would damage 
many stamps. Too, with the in- 
creasing number of stamps that 
were being issued collectors be- 
gan to give up trying to get them 

wit all and started collecting in many 
GEO. LINN different ways, some solely U. S. 
stamps, some British Colonials and some in other fields. 
All this upset the album problem and for a number of years 
Scott tried the experiment of printing a loose leaf sectional 
album so that the collector could buy just about what coun- 
tries interested him. Even this was unsatisfactory to the 
more thorough collector for it gave him no opportunity for 
placing in his collection the odds and ends of various issues 
which were of interest to him and thus there came into 
more and more general use for the better collector, the 
blank album with quadrille pages, 

Today, Scott offers only what they call the Internation- 
al Album, plus some U. S. Books. This International is a book 
which contains spaces for some stamps and no spaces for 
others so you soon find yourself with a lot of stamps and 
no place to put them, even so it is the only real printed al- 
bum for the fellow who still insists on a general collection 
and there is no use at present trying to find anything else. 

For the U. S. printed albums that Scott lists, there are 
several types. Even the best of them has its faults for you 
are buying an album that has space for a heap of stamps 
you care nothing about and probably never will acquire or 
even attempt to acquire. The cheaper editions are about as 
good as the higher priced in so far as the stamps they will 
hold, but they too contain space for a lot of things 98% of 
the collectors do not want. 

We doubt if there ever will again be an album for a 
general collector unless the Scott Loose Leaf album is re- 
vived. Whether it will be revived can be answered only by 
the Scott Company. 

Thus we have got to face the actual facts and the sooner 
collectors realize this and settle down to a blank quadrille 
ruled album the better off they will be. In such an album 
they have a space for anything they want to save whether 
it be singles, blocks, cancellations, plate numbers, covers or 
what not. No other album will answer the same purpose in 
so satisfactory a manner. 

There are of course a number of various printed pages 
available, but every printed page is limited to what it pro- 
vides space for and beyond that is worthless. If you can be 
content to limit your collection to what some one of these 
groups of printed pages offers you then such pages are 
satisfactory but if you have ambitions beyond those pages 
you will do far better to start with a blank album and have 
it over with. If you do this you will have an album where 
the pages are all alike and your collection will look normal 
and not like a mixed up package of stamps. 

I have seen collections where the collectors have had 
a half dozen different kinds and types of albums and the 
whole collection looked like a mess when you examined it. 
Such is a poor way to house any collection. 

Yes, to work with a blank album takes time, but that 
should not be objectionable for one of the objects of stamp 
collecting is to give you some pleasure during the long winter 
evening. Many prefer collecting and arranging stamps 
to sticking their nose in a book for the whole evening. 

A blank album has unlimited possibilities for any kind 
of collecting. If you have an album problem to solve 





you might just as well throw up your hands and adopt the; 


blank album now and have the problem solved for good 
and be done with it. 

All the finest collections in the world are in blank al- 
bums. In buying blank albums you have your choice between 
the linen hinged books which run pretty steep in price or 
in using a ring binder of the standard 8% x 11 inch size which 
is very moderate in cost and for which you can buy pages 
at from as low as a dollar per 100 up to $2.50 per 100 for the 
better quality card pages. No other book will give you better 
service at so low a cost. 

My own collection for years past has been mounted on 
8% x 11 inch quadrille pages and put in a three ring binder 
of standard size. I have bought binders at from as low as 
30c up to $1.50 or more. I find the system perfectly satis- 
factory and believe it is the best solution to the album prob-

Australia has three commemo- 
rative stamps as definitely assur- 
ed for issuance during 1948, That 
is the news that has been for- 
warded by Keith Tucker of Mel- 
bourne, Australia. All three 
stamps are intended to pay honor 
to famous Australians, and all 
three are to be of 242d value. The 
first of them is to honor Henry 
Lawson, the renowned poet. An- 
other stamp will pay the respects 
of the nation to William James 
Farrer, a pioneer investigator in 
wheat breeding research, who 
made outstanding contributions 
to the Australian wheat industry. 

The third man to be honored 
with a commemorative stamp will 
be Baron Sir Ferdinand von 
Mueller. Baron von Mueller was 
world famous as an explorer and 
geographer, For 44 years he had 
held the position of Victorian 
Government botanist, and it was 
through his. offices that the Mel- 


‘bourne Botannical Gardens was 


created. A definite date of issue 
has as yet not been assigned to 
these stamps, 

Mr. Tucker stated that many 
collectors of the United States 
made a request for the Christmas 
Seals of West Australia, and of 
South Australia which he offered 
to supply to them at actual cost. 
These were described and illus- 
trated in Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News last Fall. 





Yale University 
Has Linn’s On File

Issued By Finland 


On February 9, Finland issued 
two stamps to be incorporated 
into the regular postage series. 
One was no more that a color 
change of an existing issue, while 
the other was the surcharging of 
a stamp with a new value. The 
color change was for the 3mk., 
which will now appear in a dark 
green, rather than the carmine, 
or the yellow in which it has 
been — The surcharged 
stamp has a new value of 12 mk 
overprinted on the current 10mk 
purple (Scott No. 260) of the 
current series. 

No reason is given for the 
overprinting. The present regul- 
ar series of stamps had a 12mk. 
value in it, and it is quite pos- 
sible that shortages of supplies 
caused the need for surcharging 
a stamp to have stamps of this 
denomination on hand. 

May 13 will be the first day of 
issu. of the 1948 Red Cross 
stamps, states Bertel Larnes, P. 
O. Box, Helsingfors, Finland, who 
supplied a first day cover and 
the stamps noted above. The Red 
Cross set this year will depict 
some of the famous persons of 
Finland.

CANADA. The recently issued 4 
cent Citizen stamp is now ob- 
solete and will probably follow 
the 4 cent Bell stamp which is 
now quite scarce, with a strong 
demand at advancing prices. 

MAURITIUS. The recently re- 
ported find of the 15th known 
copy of the Mauritius Post Of- 
fice stamp, has been declared 
a forgery by the experts. It 
happened to be lithographed, 
whereas the genuine stamp is 
engraved. Thus the known 
number of copies of this rarity 
still remains at 14. 

WATERMARKED SIDEWAYS. 
These varicties occur in British 
Colonial stamps due to the fact 
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that some orders for stamps are 


printers, who may. use differ- 
ent types of presses. These may 


positions which produce the 
sideways watermark. It also 
happens that stamps for the 
same colony may have some 
values with vertical and some 
values with horizontal water- 


marks. 

POSTAL RATE CHANGES. 
These changes have required 
the issuance of many new val- 
ues and changes of colors. 
Some of these such as Bermuda, 
Ascension, etc. have already 
advanced to 100 times and 
more of their face value. These 
changes should be watched and 
superceded stamps acquired 
while still available at reason- 
able prices. These superceded 
items do become scarce and 
prices for same do advance. 

GIBRALTAR. If you collect per- 
foration varieties even though 
not» mentioned in the catalogs, 
don’t overlook the George VI 
3 pence perforated 14 as this 
item is definitely scarce in 
mint condition. 

WAR PRINTS. Due to war con- 
ditions British Colonial stamps 
appeared in different shades 
and were known as WAR 
PRINTS, in what’s apparently 
a decidedly different color. This 
was due entirely to the differ- 
ence in paper and gum. There 
was no change in the colors 
of the inks, It is doubtful if 
any of the catalogues will ever 
list these so called changes in 
color ,but will probably men- 
tion the slight difference in 
paper and gum. 


New Hampshire 
Mail Chewed To Bits 


Where one might expect that 
the mail train would bring hap- 
piness, good news and perhaps an 
unexpected dollar or two to some 
lucky individual, the one that 
passes through Boscawen, N. H. 
has brought a lot of grief lately. 
The same trouble takes place 
here that was noted recently from 
Andover, when the mail bags 
were not thrown a far enough 
distance from the speeding train, 
and were sucked back under the 
wheels. 

The Postmaster of Boscawen, 

Percy Chambers, with some help, 
was able to salvage some of the 
mail and patch it together for 
forwarding to the addressees, but 
a large amount of it was lost 
nevertheless. Needless to say, the 
local citizens are quite wrought 
up about the matter, and the 
proper representations have been 
made to the Postmaster General, 
and to the railroad. 
Certainly someone with a small 
amount of ingenuity could rig a 
catapult, or some other device 
which would throw the mail a 
safe distance from the wheels.

The crowd surged through the busy Long Island Railroad division of New York City’s Pennsyl- 
vania Station, each person anxious to get to his surburban home, away from the hustle and bustle 
of the Me tropolis. Through the crowd gently pushing a wheel chair came a lady in grey. The soldier 
sat straight in the chair. His head was held high and even though a casual glance would show that 
he was proud and enjoying the trip on which the 
lady in grey was conducting him. They were chatting 
some, even though at times they had to raise their 
voices in order to be heard above the drone of the 
passing subway trains. Their uniforms distinguished 
them and made them stand out among the thousands 
of civilians that day. He with his corporal’s stripes 
and shining combat 
companion with the bright shoulder patch in the cent- 
er of which a bright red cross flamed. 

This scene has been witnessed countless times in the 
past few years, and each time the thought has come 
home that both of these organizations, of which our 
friends were a part, were indispensable. The armed 
forces have done their duty in the past, and will con- 
tinue in the future to guard the rights and liberties of 
all freedom-loving people in America. The work of 
the Red Cross too can not be measured easily. In times 
of want, fear, war and pestilence, their representatives 
are on the spot with their help. 

But what of the American Red Cross and its begin- 
nings? To answer this question we might take an 
imaginary trip back through the years to a tiny Mas- 
sachusetts farm near Oxford, 
Christmas day of that year that Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
Barton became the proud and happy parents of their 
fifth child, Clarissa Harlowe Barton. This long name 
was quickly shortened to 
David, and she remained Clara Barton from then on. 
young Clara grew, she became very much at- 
tached to her father and was his companion on many 
occasions, listening eagerly to his historical tales. We 
might compare her in some ways to John Burroughs, 
the naturalist, as her playmates were few and her 
playthings were the families of cats, chickens, ducks, 
cows and calves which grew up close to her on the 
farm. Her education was helped by her kind teacher sister and by her numerous experiences, ‘one of 
which was her term in boarding school, away from her loved ones. 

Clara, it seemed, was always interested in helping anyone or anything in trouble. Numerous 
small farm animals had Clara’s helping hands to thank for splints and various other forms of 
@medical assistance. The biggest®

responsibility of Clara Barton’s 
childhood came however when 
she was barely eleven years old. 
At that particular time ,Brother 
David, for whom Clara had great 
respect and admiration, suffered 
an injury from a scaffold fall, and 
was seriously ill for well over a 
year. All during this time, Clara, 
the loving sister stayed with him 
day and night, constantly lend- 
ing a helping hand whenever pos- 
sible. Her assistance was credited 
with helping greatly his recovery. 

Some four or five years fol- 
lowing David’s accident, and at 
the suggestion of her folks, Clara 
was persuaded to become a school 
teacher, Although she taught in 
this profession for nearly twenty 
years, her first year offered some 
of the most trying and most a- 
musing incidents. Her first school 
was typical of many of the early 
institutions of learning. Several 
big boys, with no love for educa- 
tion or the dispensers of such had 
locked their previous Ichabod 
Crane out of the school, and had 
made his life so generally un-

Miss Barton even offered her 
services to Bordentown gratis in 
order to give free educational op- 
portunities to its young. This 
project was well received and the 
enrollment of the schools, which 
were built especially for Clara 


Barton, increased greatly. Stu- 
dents from some of the private 
academies joined the arton 


classes. By 1854 the Bordentown 
schools had grown so large that

soldiers was attacked and accom- 
plished by the heroine. 

After the surrender of the Con- 
federate Army at Appomattox, 
Miss Barton, with the permission 
of the great emancipator, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and governmental 
help, established a bureau to hunt 
up missing soldiers and let their 
families know either of their fate 
or good fortune as the case may 
have been. Hundreds of soldiers 
were cleared through this bureau. 
Many of them who had been 
labeled as deserters had their 
names cleared as a result of 
Clara’s work which lasted for 
some three years. Constant trav- 
el, searches, lectures and visits 
took their toll on the “angel of 
mercy” and in 1868 a recurrence 
of a previous nervousness made 
it necessary for her to take a rest. 
Upon the advice of her physician 
she went in 1869 to Europe, 
where he thought, she would be 
far from the worry of her inter- 
ests. 

In Europe her travels from 
London to Geneva, Switzerland, 
via Paris were not eventful. How- 
ever, in Geneva, almost at once, 
Clara again became engulfed in 
charitable works. With her great 
friend, the Grand Duchess Louise, 
she helped in no small measure,

Jackson Sanitorium, This thriving 
community opened its heart to 


a home there and settled down. 

Ever dreaming of the formation 
of the new society in America 
Miss Barton worked on members 
of Congress and two presidents 
before the actual dream was a 
reality. On August 22, 1881, in

Dansville, the little village in the 
beautiful and historical Genesee 
Country of Western New York, 
the first local chapter of the Am- 
erican Red Cross was formed by 
Clara Barton. Soon thereafter, the 
scarlet and white banner was un- 
furled over the chapter rooms, 
and here in the land of the Sen- 
eca Indians, the Red Cross flag 
first flew.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS

Sources Of Supply 

In the regular Stamp Market 
it is not too difficult to get trade 
journal offering wholesale stamp 
material, but when it comes to 
precancels the story is different. 
Each collector and dealer guards 
his source of supply jealously 
because it never is limitless like 
the regular wholesale stamp mar- 
ket but is generally very spotted. 
Nevertheless, I will name a few 
of the sources I have obtained 
precancels from and perhaps in 
so doing might give some reader 
an idea or two. 

For a long time I had several 
workers at a nearby papermill, 
one that used baled scrap waste 
paper, save what stamps they 
could for me. I gave them about 
30c per hundred as they came. 
Till I threw out the Chicago, 
N. Y. and damaged a lot of times 
I didn’t do so good. 

Two main factors that caused 
this supply to dry up was in- 
creased wages and the fact there 
just aren’t as many precancels 
as there used to be. One thing 
here too is that there are a lot 
of office workers taking the 
stamps first hand and I think a 
lot of them are being taken where 
the paper is graded and baled. 
For a lot of packages arrive at 
the mills showing where the 
stamps had been. One other sup- 
ply which is costly, is to start out 
in your auto in December with 
a number of dummy packages 
addressed to yourself and mail 
them from various offices ‘that 
will accomodate you. Unless you 
charge off part of your trip to 
pleasure you are likely to pay 
dear for your precancels but at 
least you will get some. 

Of course Grocery stores, Gar- 
ages, Printing Offices, Hard- 
wares and the like do get pack- 
Lages and advertising mail that 
are quite likely to produce many 
interesting precancels. The ad- 
vertising mail will likely be the 
better of the two because the 
lower values are used and are 
not so handy yet for the Meters. 

One other tip. A lot of foreign 
approval dealers often have some 
precancels stuck away and will 
be glad to trade you for your 
foreign duplicates.

after which they will be with- 
drawn. 

On the occasion of the Olympic 
Summer Games, to be held this 
year in Great Britain, a set of 
four values will be released on 
July 1. These will consist of a 
2'd., 3d., 6d. and a one shilling 
These stamps will be on sale for 
a period of one month only, and 
whether they will be obtainable 
in other parts of England other 
than London where the Olympic 
Games are to be held, is not 
known at the present moment. 

It is hoped that the change in 
the attitude of the British Postal 
Administration is of a permanent 
nature. Heretofore this attitude 
has been one that stamps are 
strictly an item for the prepay- 
ment of postage only, and that 
any incidental interest in them on 
the part of collectors was of no 
concern to the British Post Of- 
fice. If this attitude is changed 
for the better in the mother coun- 
try, collectors can look forward 
to a change of demeanor on the 
part of the postmasters of the 
various crown colonies and other 
outposts of the empire, where 
collector’s requests have received 
deplorable treatment. 

No doubt many persons will 
point out that this new considera- 
tion of the stamp collector has 
been prompted by the need for 
dollars. Probably the British Post 
Office would be the first to dis- 
agree with this assertion. But col- 
lectors should certainly bear in 
mind the fact that since the 
change in policy has been decid- 
ed upon by the British, that they 
at the same time ‘are making 
plans to see that the collector is 
going to be protected. Collectors 
needn’t ever fear that the British 
will flood the world with com- 
memorative issues aS sO. many 
countries are doing today. 

Rather than condemn the Brit- 
ish for this open bid for collector 
dollars, stamp enthusiasts would 
be making a commendable ges-| 
ture by writing to the Postmaster 
General of Great Britain and tell- 
ing of their approval of the new 
department has 
adopted. Let’s commend 
British for their new attitude; we 


15)as collectors will benefit from a 


good word in their direction.

Si. Patrick’s Day 
Cachet For Collectors 


This year as usual, the town of 
St. Patrick, Missouri will apply 
the green shamrock cachet to all 
mail for which it is requested, on 
St. Patrick’s day, March 17. The 
Rev. Francis O’Duignan, pastor of 
the shrine of St. Patrick, and 
sponsor of the cachet wants it to 
be known that the postmark and 
the cancellation will be applied 
with black ink only, and not with 
green as some persons have been 
led to believe. 

Father O’Duignan stated that 
some. years back when James Far- 
ley was the Postmaster General, 
he was approched with the idea 
of using green ink for the can- 
celling machine. Mr. Farley had 
to refuse the request, because as 
he pointed out, it was strictly 
against current poStal regulations. 
Therefore all covers are given the 
green cachet, and have the postal 
markings in black. 

The cachet was given originally 
to those who made donations for 
the erection of a proposed shrine 
to St. Patrick. The shrine is 
still not built pending sufficient 
funds, and all donors still receive 
the cachet, but all persons can re- 
ceive this marking by just placing 
their covers in the care of Post- 
master John Logdon with the re- 
quest for the St. Patrick cachet 
and postmark.
